The C onstitution. 
Ar*. 1. 
This Society f-UnW be 
known by the name of the S E E F -F .X YM IN IN lî S O C I E ­ 
T Y , and shall he composed of metiihers of both .sexes, 
whose minds and hearts are capable of moral improvetaent. 
Art. 2 . 
The object of thie Society shall le, wlido w<‘ 
may see all others* faults, to feel and correct our own. 
I о 
suppress all manner of deceit and hypocrisy, slamler and 
defamation, backbiting and evil »¡reaking, with all that 
tends to injure or defraud our neighbor, either of his prop­ 
erty or character. 
A rt. 3 . 
T his Society shall he independent of all other 
societies,— each member shall be ve.-ted with full powers 
and privileges to attend to his own ctmcerns, and he shall 
make it his duty to mind his own business and let others 
alone. 
And no Presidents, Vice-Presidents, Secrelariee, 
Spies, Informers, Committees nor Delegates, shall ever he 
chosen by this Society fo watch over the conduct of others, or 
make reports of their 
n e i g h b o r ’ s misdoings, until fiujh a 
work of charity shall have been begun at home. 
Art. 4 . 
There shall l>e no public or private meetings 
of this Society «)П any appointed days, to manage their 
concerns, or to hear lectures delivered Iiefore it ; but it 
shall be the duty of every member to meet himself alone 
everyday, and listen to the lectures of his own conscience. 
A rt. 6. 
No money »hall l>o raii«ed from lime to time, 
for funds to »uppoi t thi« Sociejy, nor to circulate self-ex­ 
amining almaiiHCSjOrpay the ministers or lawyers for deliv­ 
ering addresses, to eonvince u* how inucli ea»ier it is to 
examine sthers, than it is to examine ourselves. 
Art. 6. 
Every member of the Society shall pay due re­ 
gard to temperance ia eating and drinking; nnd in every 
thing el«;. 
But ne t-hall be hie own jittlgo wimt Im shall 
eat, and what he shall drink, and where withal he shall be 
clothed— while gluttony, and drunkenness, and tiglit-lacing, 
shall be left to the gnawings of conscience, and the con­ 
sumption, with »11 the popidar reinoach they deserve, 
without the benefit of the clergy, or the votes or lectures of 
a temperance society. 
Art. 7 . 
Every thing shall be called by its right name; 
men shall not put bitter for «vveet, nor sweet for bitter, nor 
call for beer when they mean rum, nor for cider or wine, 
when they mean brandy or gin. 
And no innkeeper shall 
put new wine into old bottles of French brandy, for ilm 
use of his temperance customers; and no grocer or mer­ 
chant shall sell preparations of whiskey for Malaga or 
¡Madeira wine, or S i. Croix rum. 
Art. 8. 
Every member of thie Society shall he allowed 
to drink tea or cortee, cold water, buitermilk, or lemfui- 
ade, as suits him best, or to chew or smoke tobacco, or 
take snuiT, when not oflensive to tlie company lie is in, 
without being excommunicate«! from good society, or de 
livered over to the burtetin.^ ol' the Pharieet's. 
Art. 9. 
No member of the Society shall ever set him- 
iclf up above hi» fellows, or seek to establish his ow n 
character and consequence by blackening his neighbor’s 
gooil name, thinking to make lii.s own app*'ar whiter; but 
it shall be the duty of every one to examine their own 
hearts and dispositions, and set u double guard against the 
sin that most easily beset ilu;u)s«;lves. 
Art. 10. 
This Society shall fi rm no Chri.sfian party in 
politics, and no political |»arty under the iiatne ol the >ell- 
Exatniniiig Society. 
It shall have nothing to do with 
¡Mastmrv or Aiiti-YIasoiirv, thdonization or aiiti-Slavery, 
M issinuarj, Bible, or 'I’ruct S«aúetiea, as la-ing in any 
manner cunuected with it; n«ir shall any rc-iigi«mb ereed, 
te.-t, or iti(|uifiil ion, council, or synod, ever l¡e eaiablishe ! 
or countenanced by this society; hut every iw;mh« r shall 
enjoy his own roligion, uiid allow to all others the ваше 
lihi'ily he claims for himself, without being pointed at as 
a heretic, or liraiided as an iididel. 
Art. 11. 
Good society sliall not be «‘xclusively iorme«l 
out of the aristocracy of wealth, uor imuJe out ol ilie popu- 
laritv ol swindling speculators, or ot civil or religious pr<j- 
fessions. 
It shall iuclade the po«ir who are hone.-t, iulelli- 
geut, and imlustiious, as well as tlm rieh 
Art. 12. 
T he meinliers of this Society shall 8« ek to do 
good and not evil,— h*ve am! m«t hate each other; 
when reviled they shall not revile Hg tiii; hut ih ty tlu ll 
bear with the faults and iufirmilits of olh«
